Continuation of 2 NOTE: Amended claim 1 recite new limitations, i.e. for each target 
analyte being assayed, independently causing said computer system to compare said 
generated data to data corresponding to the light signal generated by a known 
concentration of said target analyte and to determine whether said detected signal is 
within the known dynamic range of said detector's ability to assay that target analyte, 
and: (1 ) where said detected signal is outside the known dynamic range of said 
detector's assay for a target analyte, causing said computer system to vary the 
detection time duration relative to said initial detection time duration until the detected 
signal for such analyte is within the known dynamic range of said detector's assay for 
that target analyte; or (2) where said detected signal is within the known dynamic range
